-A new battle over farm prices 
| appeared to be in the mak ing to- 
| day following an appeal by Sec- 
jretary of Agriculture 
W ick ard 
I ior an amendment to the price 
control law to p erm it lower ceil­ 
ings on agricultural products. 
Wick ard, reversing his previous 
[ position, urged farm ers in a radio 
address last night to forego a pro­ 
vision in the price law' prohibit­ 
ing ceilings of less than 110 per 
cent of parity. 
(P arity prices are 
I designed to give farm products 
purchasing power equivalent to 
that of a base period, usually 
119 09 -14.) 
CHALLENGES STAND 
The Secretary’s new stand was 
quick ly challenged by Chairman 
Fulmer (D-SC) of the House Ag­ 
riculture Committee, who said: 
“Friends of the farm ers will op- 
! pose any such change in the price 
law. Mr. W ick ard and Mr. Hen­ 
derson (Price A dm inistrator Leon 
Henderson) 
would

thing about cutting down on the 
margins and p rofits that middle­ 
men and others m ak e on farm 
products.”

RIO DE JANEIRO, Aug. 30 
— (A P)—All Germans except 
diplomats who had embark ed 
on the exchange ships Bage 
and Cuyaba were ordered held 
as hostages today by Presi­ 
dent Getulio Vargas shortly 
after the sink ing of the sixth 
Brazilian ship in recent days 
was announced. 
The ships already were fill­ 
ed with 
German 
nationals, 
ready to sail for Lisbon in ex­ 
change for Brazilian nation­ 
als. The voyages had 
been 
postponed earlier in the week 
when a crisis arose over the 
sink ing of five Brazilian ships 
by 
Axis submarines, claim­ 
ing the lives of perhaps 600 
persons 
including 
Brazilian 
troops. 
The sixth U-boat 
victim, 
announced t o d a y, was the 
coastal steamer Jacy. 
It was sent to the bottom 
a few miles off the northeast 
coast after ail aboard were 
ordered off in lifeboats. 
One 
high official 
of the 
Government Navigation Line 
declared today that the sink ­ 
ings, which brought Brazil in­ 
to 
undeclared conflict with 
the Axis, were the result of 
“b r a z e n operation of Nazi 
spies who informed on plan­ 
ned troop movements.” 
While Brazilian authorities 
indicated this nation's inten­ 
tion of battling Axis aggres­ 
sion but refraining from an 
outright declaration of war, 
a general roundup of spy sus­ 
pects was pressed in coastal 
cities. 
Among those held was Wil­ 
helm Koenig, head of the Ger­ 
man tourist bureau In Brazil 
and regarded as one of the 
most im portant Nazi opera­ 
tors in Brazil.

A total of more than 3000 com­ 
plaints now have been filed by 
the FBI in northern California 
since the original draft date Oct.

RUSSIANS HOLDING 
Front-line dispatches said the 
Russians were holding t He Ger­ 
mans everywhere southeast

nik ovsk i. 
The Army newspaper 
Red Star said that every German 
tank and infantry attack south­ 
east of Kletsk aya had been re­ 
pulsed and the Germans thrown 
hack to their original positions. 
With the occupation of Krasno­ 
dar, the Germans gained control 
of almost the entire northern bank 
of the Kuban river 
The Soviet noon communique 
indicated, however, that Russian 
forces were holding on all other 
fronts, and reported the destruc­ 
tion of 52 German tank s and the 
k illing of 8,400 more Germans, in 
addition to an enemy column. 
MASS STRENGTH 
South of Krasnodar, the enemy 
massed his strength on the most 
im portant sectors of a range ol 
hills and started a ferocious at­ 
tack . 
The Russians withstood it 
for 24 hours, but finally 'sad to 
retreat into the valley beyond, 
where the fight still raged, as 
the Germans tried to p enetrate 
their depth defenses. 
On neighboring sectors, 
t h e 
Russians had beaten off two at­ 
tack s and k illed hundreds of Ger­ 
mans and still held s t r a t e g i c 
heights. 
The noon communique reported 
that Russian forces had made "a 
number” of c o u n t e r-a t t a c k s 
a r ou n d Kletsk aya, which is 75 
miles northwest of Stalingrad ant' 
the Volga river line, and had wip­ 
ed out seven German tank s and a 
battalion (1,000 men) of infantry.

Russian Airmen 
Blast Prussian 
Railroad Yards 


M O S C O W , \ug. 20— (U P)— 
Great fires and “powerful ex ­ 
plo sio ns" spread havoc 
a m o n g 
dock s, w ar industries and railroad 
\ arris when a large force of Rus­ 
sian planes bombed 
the P rus­ 
sian centers of Danzig. Koenigs- 
herg and Tilsit Tuesday nigh • 
the official Tass Agency reported 
today . 
The port of Danzig, an impor­ 
tant German subm arine building 
center, was ripped by 16 large ex ­ 
plosions. five of thorn “very pow­ 
erful," and was lighted by bright 
flames break ing 
through 
t h e 
clouds of black smok e, the an­ 
nouncement said. 
"As 
result 
of 
the bombing, 
many fires brok e out in Danzig 
including seven large ones which 
were seen by our crews on their 
return home as long as visibility 
perm itted.” Tass reported. 
“Ten fires brok e out and two 
heavy ex plosions w ere registered 
in the vicinity of the port adm in­ 
istration, 
warehouses a n d the 
Danzig dock y ards.” 
During the bombing of Koenigs- 
herg. capital of E ast Prussia, 13 
fires brok e out and heavy ex plo­ 
sions were observed in the vicin­ 
ity of the w estern raidroad sta ­ 
tion. it was stated. 
Four fires and a large ex plo­ 
sion occurred at Tilsit, an indus­ 
trial city of East Prussia about 
15 miles from the old Lithuanian 
frontier.

All l-B registrants will be plac­ 
ed in either 1-A, and made sub­ 
ject to immediate induction, or 
in 4-F, and deferred indefinitely 
because of m ajor phy sical derects. 
Selective Service headq uarters an­ 
nounced last night. 
Reclassification of 1-B’s will be­ 
gin Sept. 1, with one fourth of 
such registrants in 
each 
draft 
board placed in a new category 
each month and action completed 
on the entire list by Jan. 1, 19 43. 
Selective Service headq uarters 
said each registrant “will be ex ­ 
amined by the local board ex amin­ 
ing phy sician to determine w heth­ 
er he has any obviously disq ualify ­ 
ing defects which would prevent 
him from rendering any m ilitary 
sendee—if he has none he will be 
sent to the Army induction sta­ 
tion on the appropriate call.” 
The action followed a recent 
W ar departm ent decision to draft 
men with minor phy sical defects 
to tak e office jobs and other mili­ 
tary duties which would release 
phy sically fit men for fighting 
service. 
It was said this move does not 
alter the fact that m arried men 
jwith or without dependents will 
be drafted as the need arises. 
! Some m a r r i e d men, previously 
1 classified as 3-A, already have 
I been placed in 1-A and inducted.

The new program also provides 
for reclassification of conscien­ 
tious objectors who, if fit for lim­ 
ited noncombatant service, will be 
placed in Class 1-A-P, and if fit 
for induction into civilian work 
camps will be in Class 4-E. Phy s­ 
ically unfit objectors will be clas­ 
sified 4-1. 


Lack of Calories 


Keeps Women Thin 


LOS ANGELES, Aug 2 0- (API 
—I t’s not a lack of vitam ins but 
of calories tha t’s k eeping women 
work ers thin. 
This was the report todav of a 
committee, headed by Dr. Robert 
A. Millik an of the California In­ 
stitute of Technology , which made 
a study of the diets of aircraft 
plant work ers and of employ es 
and patients at Rancho Los Ami­ 
gos, county home for the aged. 
“Thirty per cent of the male 
employ ees and 81 per cent of the 
female employ es ate too few cal­ 
ories,” the report said. 
“The eating habits of women 
especially are bad. 
They are not 
eating enough, because they prob­ 
ably are too zealous to remain 
thin.” 
The committee found tha t the 
work ers’ diets are insufficient in 
vitamins A, B and C. 
These 
could be made up, it said, by eating 
vitamin enriched bread, 
m o r e 
vegetables, milk , citrus fruits, to­ 
matoes and eggs.

Film will be allocated to various 
government departm ents for fac­ 
tual and morale films, he said, 
when approved by Lowell Mellett, 
chief of the bureau of motion 
pictures in the Office of W ar In­ 
formation. 
The ex emption for 35 mm. still 
cam era film was made because 
raw m aterials for m anufacture of 
am ateur film have already been 
curtailed under the production re­ 
q uirem ents plan, and a W PB order 
affecting film for am ateurs will 
be issued shortly . 
The W PB ex plained the order 
was necessary because “fulfillment 
of req uirem ents for the defense 
of the United States has created a 
shortage in the supply of film for 
defense, for private account and 
for ex port.”

Ask Labor Board 
For Explanation 


PITTSBURGH, Aug. 20.—(UP) 
—A CIO union today called on the 
W ar Labor Board for an “im­ 
m ediate ex planation” of its re­ 
fusal to grant wage demands on 
the Aluminum Company of Amer­ 
ica as union leaders resum ed dis­ 
cussions here on a course of action 
in the dispute. 
An Army representative was in­ 
vited to join the conference of 
Aluminum W ork ers of America 
(CIO) officials who rejected the 
board decision w ith a warning 
that union members were demand­ 
ing a general strik e over refusal 
of tjieir demands for a $1 a day 
wage boost. 
The company accepted under 
protest the directive tha t ordered 
m aintenance of union membership 
and the check off of union dues 
by the company in nine ALCOA 
plants covered by the AWA and 
two other CIO organizations. A 
tenth plant, a t Cleveland, was ex ­ 
cluded from union security pro­ 
visions, although involved in other 
parts of the decision. 
P lants involved in the directive 
a t at New Kensington, Pa.; Alcoa, 
Tenn,; Badin, N.C.; Paux ite, Ark .; 
Cleveland; 
D etroit; 
Edgewater, 
N.J.; Fairfield-Bridgeport, Conn.; 
Garwood, N.J., and Vernon, Calif., 
employ ing a total of 32,000 work ­ 
ers. All are under AWA contract 
ex cept the California plant which 
has agreem ents with the CIO Auto 
W ork ers and the Garwood and 
Cleveland branches which bargain 
with the CIO Die C asters union.

slope. 
M ichaelis 
and 
Harris swam a river to reach an 
abandoned

‘The snow was awfully deep 
and there were an awful lot of 
crevasses,” 
said 
Michaelis. 
“ We 
took one sleeping bag, wrapped 
our rations in it and carried it 
between us. Part way down it 
fogged in on us again. 
FELL DOW N SLOPES 
“ We could see only ten feet. 
We fell down steep slopes and the 
sleeping bag tore apart, spilling 
the rations. -I fell several feet and 
knocked m yself out again. It sleet­ 
ed 
and stormed 
all night 
and 
when we awoke the next day we 
were in water. 
A fishing 
boat 
picked us up after several days 
in the cabin and took us to Anch­ 
orage.” 
Lieut. 
Edward P. Clark 
of 
Omaha, Neb., who was piloting 
the bomber, said the strong wind 
drifted the plane to the side and 
it crashed at the brink of a 200- 
foot cliff, crumpling the w ing and 
breaking the fuselage in half.

Many, indeed 
most of them, are frightened and 
their excitem ent is hiding it even 
from themselves. 
These children m ust be steadied 
by the quiet, strong assurance of 
their p arents.

Every 
older boy and girl should be kep t 
busy at worthwhile work for the 
duration at least.

These are critical times in what is believed to

LIFE MAGAZINE AND PRESS FREEDOM 


(Chicago Tribune) 


The administratio n has cracked do wn in arbi­ 
trary fashio n o n the current number o f Life 
magazine. The Office o f Censo rship has denied 
(he do mestic issue a license to go thru the mails, 
and custo ms o fficials at the bo rders have been 
mutilating co pies leaving the co untry. All this 
is being do ne because Life printed five pages o f 
pictures and text called "Detro it Is Dynamite.” 
The Detro it News, which o ught to kno w, says the 
Life article is a "harsh indictment. To much o f 
it Detro it must plead guilty, fo r the events men­ 
tio ned are matters o f reco rd.” 
The article o ffends the buro cracy because it 
tells so me unpalatable facts abo ut Detro it's fail­ 
ure tc rise to the demands o f all-o ut war and sug­ 
gests that indifference and factio nal fighting are 
at the ro o t o f the tro uble. The go vernment, with 
co mplete co ntro l o ver all phases o i the natio nal 
life, has do ne no thing to reso lve the pro blems 
which in Detro it are impeding pro ductio n. 
The administratio n must bear a large share o f 
respo nsibility fo r the co nditio ns that are po r­ 
trayed. The class struggle go t o ff to a running 
start in the sitdo wn strikes o f 1937, which ran a 
vio lent co urse witho ut a finger being lifted in 
hindrance, by the New Deal go verno r, Frank 
Murphy, who subsequently was rewarded with a 
place o n the Supreme co urt. No w that the whirl­ 
wind is being reaped, the buro cracy takes char­ 
acteristic refuge by trying to suppress the facts. 
Life’s sto ry is a severe co ndemnatio n o f labo r 
co nditio ns in Detro it, and all o ver Michigan, where 
the New Deal permitted undeclared civil wars 
to rage, but Life did no t create these co nditio ns, 
T» o r can it be held respo nsible fo r them. 
" 
The o nly kind o f news that the administratio n 
wants to reach the public is the go o dy-go o dy so rt, 
ifhe policy is deliberately intended to stultify the 
press, but a tho usand affirmatio ns that all's right 
with the wo rld are no t go ing to co rrect the basic 
defects that Life po ints o ut, no r will all the 
burocrats In Washingto n if they are set to wo rk 
tearing out the pages of the 
o ffending article. 
The disciplinary action against 
Life must be 
taken in connection with all of 
the o ther effo rts 


REIJOIOV8 LEADERS HIP OF ONE OF 
OUR ALLIES 
There is no t much questio n but the pro gress 
o f humanity depends upo n the ideas peo ple have 
o f Christianity o r o f religio n. 
I want to thro w a little light o n the kind 
o f Christian leadership at the head o f the state 
church o f England. I believe that Archbisho p o f 
Canterbury^, Dr. William Temple, is abo ut as 
far away fro m a Christian ideal as Hitler is away 
fro m a Christian ideal. Since we are asso ciated 
with England in war, the leadership o f the 
church there beco mes o f the utmo st impo rtance 
to us in the United States. I quo t e f r o m 
an article by C. S. Lo ngacre in "Liberty, A 
Magazine o f Religio us Freedo m” under the head­ 
ing, "The New Order After the War,” subheaded 
"A Pro po sed Pro gram.” I quo te: 


"Ano ther series o f pr o po s a l s made by the 
Archbisho p o f Canterbury wo uld bring abo ut a 
co mplete regimentatio n o f all the activities o f 
life o n the part o f the go vernment Acco rding 
to this pro gram the go vernment, thro ugh bureaus, 
is to exercise abso lute autho rity, and the indi­ 
vidual is to po ssess no pro perty rights o f his o wn. 
The individual is to be go verned in all things by 
the state. He is to be regimented in his ho using 
privileges and renting privileges, and fo o d and 
clo thing co upo ns are to be furnished to mo thers 
fo r each child abo ve two years o f age. The state 
is to maintain a wage level sufficient fo r a 
family o f fo ur, and every citizen under eighteen 
is to be regarded as a ward o f the state subject 
to state educatio n, and no t as a facto r in industry. 
"The state is to furnish means and wo rk fo r 
all unemplo yed thro ugh public wo rks, and is to 
prescribe the articles and charters which are to 
go vern all co rpo ratio ns, and to assure representa­ 
tio n o n their directo rates by bo th labo r and the 
public. All private co rpo ratio ns wo uld be put o ut 
o f business. The pro fit mo tive is to be abo lished; 
dividends o n investments shall no t be allo wed 
witho ut the state’s fixing the rate; a wage equali­ 
zatio n fund shall be pro vided by the state fo r the 
maintenance o f wages in bad times; and the prin­ 
ciple o f “withering capital” shall be ado pted, the 
renewal o f a lo an after interest amo unting to 
the to tal sum o f the capital investment has been 
paid, no t being allo wed. 
"It is also reco mmended that all capital in­ 
vestments be wiped o ut by the go vernment’s 
gradually paying o ff the investments, and thus 
extinguishing all interest and dividends. All co m­ 
mercial pro blems are to be decided by inter­ 
natio nal autho rity, rather than by natio nal go v­ 
ernments, because they are bo und up with inter­ 
natio nal trade. All co ntro l o ver mo ney, currency, 
exchange, tariffs, wages, wo rking ho urs, and 
co nditio ns, and co mmerce generally is to be under 
internatio nal jurisd'ctio n. All private o wnership 
o f land is to be abo lished. The state is to have 
abso lute title to all land, urban pro perty is to 
be publicly o wned, and interest fo r the use o f 
mo ney privately lent is to be abo lished, except 
fo r a no minal charge o f o ne half o r two thirds 
o f o ne per cent to co ver the co st o f administra­ 
tio n o f lo ans. The state is ‘to stagger’ so me in­ 
dustries and ‘co mpel all industries to . clo se do wn 
fo r Saturday and Sunday.’ 
"The Archbisho p co ncludes 
his statement, 
which he presents to Americans in a published 
article entitled, ‘Christianity and So cial Order,’ 
by saying: ‘I have o ffered the suggestio ns in an­ 
swer to the frequent challenge, what wo uld yo u 
do ? Let no o ne quo te this as my co nceptio n o f 
a po litical pro gram which Christians o ught to 
suppo rt. There neither is no r can be such a pro ­ 
gram. I o ffer it as a Christian pro gram’.” 
Then that is Archbisho p o f Canterbury's co n­ 
ceptio n o f Christianity. If that is his co nceptio n, 
it sho uld be his pro gram. Everyo ne sho uld strive 
to bring it abo ut. 
Nu llifica tio n o f Bill o f Rig h ts 
On this subject Mr. Lo ngacre co mments as 
fo llo ws: 
“The pro po sal o f the archbisho p is 
a co mplete 
nullificatio n o f the Bill o f Rights as vo uchsafed 
to each individual under o ur American Co nstitu­ 
tio n. It is a co mplete repudiatio n o f the American 
way o f life. It is o ppo sed to the great ideals and 
o bjectives which the human race has struggled 
fo r the past six tho usand years to win, their 
matchless heritage o f freedo m fro m state do min­ 
atio n, and the requiring o f o fficials o f the state 
to beco me the servants o f the peo ple. It is no t the 
establishment o f a new o rder o f things, but a 
reversal to the o ld o rder o f things in which the 
state was the abso lute so vereign and the peo ple 
were mere serfs and servants o f the state. We 
are to ld that the present struggles o n the part 
o f the Americas and Great Britain and her 
Do minio ns and o f China, is against the abso lute 
state and fo r the defense o f the inalienable rights 
o f man. The archbisho p seeks to make the state 
supreme in all things and the individual the 
beneficiary puppet o f the state. Americans will 
be slo w' to place themselves in the attitude o f 
suppliants to an abso lute state regime, and we 
fear that the English prelate will enco unter even 
a rather difficult task in persuading Englishmen 
to place their necks in the yo ke o f state abso ­ 
lutism.”

In this attack, fo r 
the first time in histo ry, the FBI was used fo r a 
po litical purpo se when its agents were sent into 
newspaper o ffices as if to co erce independent 
edito rs. Life and its allied publicatio ns may have 
felt that their po sitio n as perio dicals made it po s­ 
sible fo r them to view these develo pments with 
detachment, but the facts o f life have no w been 
fo rcibly bro ught ho me. 
In the last 20 years there has been a steady 
upsurge all o ver the wo rld o f men who think 
themselves skilled in the arts o f mastery. The 
sympto ms o f the autho ritarian spirit are no t al­ 
ways at o nce apparent, but they so o n beco me so . 
The restraints to which peo ple vo luntarily submit 
in wartime o ffer additio nal o ppo rtunities o f ex­ 
plo itatio n by the unscrupulo us fo r their o wn ends. 
Even if the pro cess is no t co nscio us, the tendency 
is to limit rights o f freedo m and pro perty. In 
enlightened lands like Britain, Canada, and o ther 
British do minio ns, we have seen these rights ex­ 
tinguished to an extent hitherto unimaginable. 
In this co untry there have been men in high 
places who by their o wn wo rds have sho wn that 
they are no t disinclined to abuse the trust which, 
in time o f war, must be repo sed in the go vern­ 
ment. If the rights o f American free men are to be 
destro yed, the first step will be to destro y the 
freedo m o f the press. The bo ast o f an adminis­ 
tratio n spo kesman has already been heard that 
the go vernment wo uld yet exercise co ntro l o f the 
press as fully as it no w exercises co ntro l o f steel 
and o il. Fo r these reaso ns the arbitrary treatment 
o f Life canno t be viewed with to o much alarm by 
tho se who ho pe to preserve freedo m in America.

no rity gro ups in India. 
Mo reo ver, 
th e Mo hammedan 
wo rld is very restless to day in 
Turkey, the Near East and in 
no rthern Africa where their go o d 
will is extremely impo rtant to 
the British and to us. 
To to ss 
the Mo slems in India o verbo ard 
might inflame their co -religio nisrs 
o n many fr( nts. 
It is a ticklish 
questio n and it will be hard to 
criticize Churchill in the matter, 
co me hell o r high water. 
But the iro ny o f Gandhi peti­ 
tio ning Messrs. Ro o sevelt and Wal­ 
lace to put pressure o n Messrs. 
Churchill and Cripps "to let my 
peo ple go ”, is fro nt page, wo rld 
wide. 
It co mes fro m the false 
po sitio n o ur quart-o f-milkers have 
go tten us into . They wo uld shed 
American blo o d o n every co ntinent 
to bring freedo m and milk to all 
men everywhere no w. When call­ 
ed upo n by Gandhi to deliver,

After the Battle o f 
Lexingto n, Geo rge III, in his pro c­ 
lamatio n o f rebellio n, said that 
o ur fo rebears were “misled by 
dangero us and ill-designing men”. 
Dangero us, indeed! If it had no t 
been fo r Patrick Henry, Jefferso n, 
Adams, and o thers, we might no w 
have an o bligatio n in India which, 
thanks to them, we do no t po ssess. 
Right o r wro ng, Gandhi is Ma­ 
hatma o r saint to mo re millio ns 
than any living man. 
Fo r 24 
years he has fo ught fo r Ho me 
Rule. 
No t less than six times 
he has go ne to priso n rather than 
reno unce. 
Who amo ng us, since 
Eugene V. Debs, has preferred 
jail to silence? 
So me acquire po wer with swo rd 
and terro r. So me with mo ney and 
bribes. Gandhi, witho ut so much 
as a po pgun o r a federal judge­ 
ship, is saint to 25 0,000,000 human 
beings. That kind o f po wer is en­ 
titled to the respect o f even tho se 
fo rced to o ppo se him. 
It is no t 
o ften seen in this cynical wo rld.

The News Behind The News

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20—Dear 
M r. 
, Cincinnati, Ohio : 
I am o mitting the use o f yo ur 
name, in publishing this reply to 
yo ur letter, because I do no t be­ 
lieve yo u can really feel abo ut 
o ur go vernment and o ur war cause 
in the way yo u have written me. 
When yo u think it o ver ho nestly 
with yo urself, I kno w yo u will 
change yo ur mind, especially as 
yo u say yo u have a bo y in ser­ 
vice. 
But yo u have given expressio n 
to many o f the fo o lish absurdities 
that are being passed aro und co n­ 
versatio nally amo ng so me peo ple 
in this co untry who are either to o 
busy o r careless to reaso n o ut 
truth fo r themselves. 
Yo u say: 
"The co nduct o f the British in 
India and the silence o f o ur State 
department pro ves we are no t in 
a war fo r ‘fo ur freedo ms’. We 
have been ho axed into allo wing 
o ur bo ys to be sent to all parts 
o f the wo rld and into buying War 
bo nds. I buy no mo re bo nds— 
and if my bo y do es no t co me back 
who le so meo ne is go ing to pay.” 
If yo u buy no bo nds, yo u may be 
sure yo ur bo y will no t co me back 
who le. This go vernment will then 
no t have the mo ney to furnish him 
with the weapo ns necessary to 
make him equal to o ur enemies, o r 
to supply him with go o d fo o d and 
go o d medical care to keep him 
well. Yo u can see that. 
And if he do es no t co me back 
who le, yo u will be the o ne who 
is respo nsible, no t the o fficials o f 
this go vernment, fo r whatever are 
their pro ficiencies o r inadequacies 
in leadership, the respo nsibility 
o f furnishing the mo ney to supply 
yo ur bo y pro perly lies, no t with 
them, but with yo u. 
That’s yo ur end o f the war. If 
yo u do no t ho ld it up by buying 
every War bo nd yo u can, yo u 
are o nly punishing yo ur o wn so n 
and the millio ns like him in the 
service. 
Independence fo r India? Every­ 
bo dy wants independence fo r In­ 
dia. Even the 
mo st empirical 
Britisher no w wishes it had been 
wo rked o ut befo re this war start­ 
ed. 
But the questio n no w is to win 
this war. No thing else matters. 
Do n’t get the war mixed up with 
co mplex Indian po litics, o r, like 
the Indian po liticians, yo u will 
never kno w where yo u are ¿go ing. 
Keep o ne po int clear: 
If yo u want independence fo r 
India, the way to get it is to win 
this war. If we do no t win it, 
what yo u want o r what India 
wants, will be immaterial. Hitler 
and the Japanese imperialists will 
decide. 
Yo u ask: 
“What difference is it to the 
co mmo n man, whether we win 
o r lo se ? This war is fo r the wo rld 
federatio n o f states (League o f 
Natio ns under a no m de plume) 
in which the ruling classes will 
have us and the rest o f the wo rld 
in the same state as India and 
China. They are recapturing the 
British empire fo r the internatio n­ 
al bankers.” 
We have been attacked—treach­ 
ero usly attacked. Have yo u fo r­ 
go tten so so o n? We are fighting, 


, no t fo r the British empire, but fo r 
o ur o wn lives. 
We are fighting fo r yo ur jo b, 
yo ur so n, and his so n, yo ur family, 
a nd everything 
t h i s co untry 
means, including yo ur right to 
write letters expressing 
y o u r 
views, even if they be as ill 
fo unded and despairing as tho se 
yo u have expressed to me. 
Have yo u ever been in Germany, 
Russia, o r in Euro pe where wo rk­ 
ingmen have no auto mo biles, o r 
plumbing o r radio s in their ho mes, 
o r dentists, o r freedo m, o r go o d 
fo o d, as co mpared with o urs? 
They go to wo rk o n bicycles, 
live in ho vels, and eke o ut a bare, 
scared existence. Their standard 
o f living is less than half what 
o urs has been. 
Yo u will find o ut tragically and 
bitterly what difference this war 
will make to the co mmo n man in 
this co untry, if we lo se it, and yo u 
and all the rest o f o ur peo ple are 
plunged into the miserable exist­ 
ence which the German peo ple 
suffered after the last war. 
Yo u will write no such letters 
then, my friend, expresing yo ur 
o pinio ns. Yo u will think o nly what 
yo u are to ld to thank and there 
may be a questio n as to whether 
yo u and yo ur family will eat. 
Yo u co nclude: 
"What kind o f parents do yo u 
think we are if yo u believe we 
are go ing to let o ur so ns be duped 
in such a manner. What kind o f 
an American are yo u to pro tect 
such treachery fo r the internal 
io nal bankers and the British em 
pire? 
I am the kind o f an American 
who wants America to survive, 
kno w it means the survival, no t 
o nly o f my ideals, but o f my fam 
ily. I am the kind o f an Amer­ 
ican who kno ws that this co untry 
reached the highest degree o f liv 
ing fo r its peo ple ever attained by 
any natio n in the histo ry o f the 
wo rld. 
Internatio nal bankers? 
Y o ur 
thinking must be ten years behind 
time. There has been no interna 
tio nal banking o r bankers o f any 
co nsequence since the depressio n, 
except the U. S. Treasury, yo ur 
Treasury. That’s the o nly interna­ 
tio nal banker do ing any business 
no w. Haven’t yo u heard abo ut 
lend-lease? 
British empire? Who c a r e s 
abo ut that? The o nly empire in- 
dispensible to us is the do mestic 
empire o f demo cracy, o f the co m­ 
mo n man and his wages, ho urs, 
wo rking and living co nditio ns. 
Think it o ver. Yo u have the 
po wer and right o f reaso ning fo r 
yo urself. Just pay mo re attentio n 
to what yo u see with yo ur eye 
and less to what yo u hear. If yo u 
do , I believe yo u will get o ut 
yo ur bank bo o k and buy so me 
mo re bo nds. 
Maybe also , yo u had better 
get a new pen and so me fresh 
ink and 
w r i t e simple, o bvio us 
truths to yo ur friends and to 
the newspapers. 
If I were yo u, I sho uld buy an 
American flag, as a symbo l o f 
yo ur ho pe that this natio n shall 
no t be plunged by defeat into such 
misery as it never has seen. 
Also turn o ff the radio fro m 
Dr. Go ebbels and sign yo ur real 
name and identifying address to
